PROGRAM NOW COMPLETE

Will Be Printed in Three I.nml.gel,
English, French and German.

MEETS HERE NEXT MONTH

Sessions to Be Held in This City
September 23-28—Hundreds

to Be Present.

The program for the Fifteenth Inter-
national Congress on Hyglene and De-

mography, which meets in Washington
September 23-25 i{s now completed, and
will soon be sent to memberas of the
congress throughont the world. Hun-

dreds will attend the meeting.

Officers of the congress here declare
that the program is the richest and most
extensive of anvy of the fifteen health
congresses wheh have met In various cap-
itals during the past half century, and
promisges to form the greatest compen-
dium of anowledge upon matters realting
to the public health ever gotten together.

The program is printed in three lan-
guages, English, French and German.

There are to be four plenary sessics
and the balance of the program {s div.d-
ed Into nine sections. Dr., Max Rubner of
Konigl. Friedrich Wilhelms Universitat,
Berlin, president of the Permanent In-
ternational Commission of Congresses of
Hygiene and Demography, will address
the first plenary session. Dr. Rubner is
now at the Hotel Astor in New York.
His subject will he on “The Significance
of Hygiene and Demography' for the
sanitary institutions of natlons, with par-
ticular reference to international work
and a historical review of things hitherto
accomplished.

Sir Thomas Oliver to Speak.

Sir Thomas Oliver of the University
Durham College of Medicine, Newcas-
tle, England, will address the second
plenary session upon “Dust and Fumes
-—Foes of Industrial Life.”

The third plenary session will be ad-
dressed by Dr. Jacques Bertillon, chief
of the bureau of munieipal statistics,
T'aris, France. His subject will be
“Mortality and Sickness Causing Death
in Various Occupations.”

The fourth plenary session will be ad-
dressed by Dr. Frederick Zahn, director
of the Bavarian statistical office, on '“The
German Industrial Insurance System and
Its Social Hygienie and Soclial Pollitical
Significance."

GOVERNMENT TO BREED
HORSES FOR THE ARMY

Agricultural Department Plan-
ning System to Supply
Army Remounts.

Freparations are being made by the
Department of Agriculture to estab-
lish in this country a systematio
method of breeding horees to be
avallable for army remounts. This is
a matter that has been under consider-
ation for several years. The supply
of horses available for army remounts
is considerably below the supply even
in times of peace, and if war demands
were made the country would be en-
tirely unable to respond.

A board of officers was appolinted last
year and prepared a circular giving the
gualifications of remount horses. It was
suggesied that an effort should be made
to Wave farmers raise hurses that would
fill the requirements.

Several Stallions Coatributed.

Some of the wealthy horsemen of the
country put several stallions at the dis-
posal of the depdrtment and these were
located at Front Royal, Va.,, and placed
at the disposal of farmers who would
give the government an option on the
colts at a certain age and price.

The Ceongress just ended appropriated
£30,000 to extend this work. More breed-
ing =tallions will be bought and stations
established in different parts of the coun-
try, where they will be at the service of
farmers, subject to the government op-
tion on the colts,

Some of these stations will be estab-
lished in New England, others in Vir-
ginia, Kentucky and Tennessee, and some
in other parts of the country. The exact
locations will be announced later.,

Balloting for Governor in South
Carolina Primaries to Be
Investigated.

COLUMBIA, S. C, August 20.—Allega-
tions that more ballots were cast for gov-
ernor in Tuesday's democratic state pri-
mary than there were voters in the state
have been made to Chalrman Gary Evans
of the state executive committee, and the
bellef is prevalent today that there <« ill
be an official recount of the gubernatorial
vote as soon as the executive committee
can make an investigation.

Vote FPar Exceeds Record.

The vote exceeds the record by 80,000,
It is estimated that fully 20,000 more
votes were cast for governor than in cny
of the other contests. According to re-
turns from Anderson c¢ounty alone, 4,000
more votes polled for governor than for
(other state officers. Some . of the county
executive committees have not waited for

the state committes to take action, but
already have ordered investigations and a
recount. There are reports of contests
from all over the state.

Blease’s Majority, 1,461,

CHARLESTON, 8. C., August 29—
. Complete and corrected returns from
the state primary Tuesday give Cole
Blease, incumbent, 69,457, and Ira B.
Jones 66,972 in the gubernatorial
race. Duncan, the third man in the
race, recelved 2,024, which gives
Blease a majority of 1,461. The total
vote of 138,500 breaks all records.

Death occurred about 6:30 o’clock last
evening. E. T. Gates, of Chicago, brother
of the deceased and secretary of the Illi-

nois Christian Endeavor BSocleties, will
reach here in time to attend the funeral.

Expected to Graduate Next Year.

The deceased was a third-year pupil at
the Central High School and would have
graduated next year. He accepted a po-
sition with the United States Express
Company for the vacation period and had
arranged to leave the position next Sat-
urday.

Yesterday afternoon Gates was assist-
ing in the work of looking after the con-
tents of an express car, and was struck
by an engine while crossing the tracks to
go to the office. Several persons em-
ployed by the company went to his as-
sistaiice and he was taken to the hos-
pital

At the inquest over the body at the
morgue this morning a verdict of acci-
dental death was returned, the jury hold-
ing the engineer of the engine that struck
Gates blameless.

ASKS 10 BE RELIEVED

Judge Archbald Would Re-
linquish Duties Pending
Outcome of Trial.

Judge R. W. Archbhald of the Com-
merce Court, whose trial under impeach-
ment proceedings is impending before the
Senate, has asked Chief Justice White of
the United States Supreme Court tempo-
rarily to relieve him of duty.

Chief Justice White thus far has taken
no action upan the request of Judge
Archbald. The phraseology of the act
creating the Commerce Court appears to
be ambiguous as to the power of the
Chief Justice to “relieve’” a judge of the
court from duty. The law reads that *in
case of the death, resignation or termi-
nation of assignment of any judge so
designated the Chief Justice shall desig-
nate a circuit judge to fill the vacancy.”

Judge Archbald has performed none of
the duties of a member of the court since
the charges against him were brought
by the judiciary committee of the House.
His trial by the Senate under the im-
peachment by the House will begin De-
cember 4.

At the time of my last visit to the dia-
mond flelds the community was divided
into two hostile camps, consisting of
legitimate and illegitimate brokers.

Barns Scenes of Activities,

The minlature anti-rate campalgn is bee

the presence of a number of doctors of
the public health service and pointed out
to them probable rat paths. He then ex-
plained the balting of traps and their
manner of operation. These he placed
beneath bulldings, in rubbish piles, in
)storerooms, etc.

Each morning for the past week In-
spector Ross has visited the traps, in
company with various public health gerv-
ice doctors, and has collected the rats
captured. They have been sent to the
hyglenic laboratory each day for dissect-
ing purposes.

Already the results of the campaign
are beginning to tell. The first few
mornings as many as twenty or thirty
rats were captured. Now the dally
catch amounts to about five to elght
Although Inspector Ross will be unable
to complete the campalgn, he has it =o
well under way that the public health
service employes will be able to fin-
Ish it.
